Water Analysis Report Shows 

Water Very Bad; M.H.O. Re¬ 
ports on L»cal Restaurants. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. 
Present Mayor Antrobus, Coun¬ 
cillors Aboussafy, Ford, Jenkins 
and Ramsay. 

Tony Lycka was present to 
talk on the indebtedness which he 
owes the town. A meeting was 
arranged to take place on Wednes¬ 
day evening at the Mayor’s office 
between himself, two sons and a 
committee headed Iby the mayor, 
and To|wn .Solicitor Bannan. 

Permission was received from 
provincial authorities to invest in 
the Fourth Victory Loan. A by¬ 
law was given its third reading 
authorizing a $1,000 purchase. 

A letter was received from 
Joe Lombardi, who has purchased 
the Joe Mlislicky main street 
property, asking council to en¬ 
dorse his application for a trade 
license to start barbering. Letter 
was' filed. 

A report on the drinking water 
samples sent to Edmonton for 
analysis was received. The re¬ 
port |was among the worst re¬ 
ceived. It started a lively debate 
among the councillors and re¬ 
sulted in a letter being sent to 
the Coleman Light and Water 
Company asking for an early 
conference 'between the company 
officials and the council. 

A councillor reported on the 
reason why the drinking water 
was so muddy one day last week. 
He stated, in his opinion, the 
trouble was caused by the driver 
of the tractor who in widening the 
McGillivray company road had 
pushed the soil towards the creek 
causing it to slide into the water. 
A letter will be sent the Mc¬ 
Gillivray company that should it 
have similar work in the future 
near the creek they warn the 
driver regarding soil going into 
the creek. 

J. Hiedburg, seventh street, ask¬ 
ed that a light be placed near his 
property. Light and Water com¬ 
mittee will investigate. 

Mrs. Agnes Deputak, relief re¬ 
cipient, asked and was granted 
shoes. 

Dr. Liesemer, IM.H.O., submit¬ 
ted his monthly report which re¬ 
vealed that since January to the 
present time there had been cases 
of iwhooping cough and scarlet 
fever. Due to lack of help in the 
past and which now has been cor¬ 
rected he would in the near 
future give council a report of 
the general health condition of the 
town. 

Dr. Liesemer also reported on 
the sanitary conditions of the 
restaurants in town. Of the four 
reported on two received excel¬ 
lent reports on their cleanliness 
and two received bad reports. 
Council twill take (immediate steps 
to rectify those restaurants re¬ 
ceiving the bad reports. Council 
was very pleased with the de¬ 
tailed report on all restaurants 
and a letter will be sent the doc¬ 
tor thanking him for the excel¬ 
lent report. 

Sanitary Inspector Wm. Antle 
also reported on a number of 
cases requiring council’s immed¬ 
iate atb ntion. M. Ferrara has an 
outside toilet and a one room 


shack which council was asked 
to condemn. Mr. Antle was 
authorized to use his own judg¬ 
ment in this matter and he Would 
secure the support of the council 
in any decision he arrived at. The 
residence in the basement of the 
Catholic hall was alsoKbrougbt to 
the attention of the council. There 
is no sink and the water is 
thrown outside causing a nuis¬ 
ance. A letter w*ill be sent Father 
L. Sullivan asking that a sink 
be installed in the residence as 
soon as possible and have it at¬ 
tached to a cesspool. (Fred 
Dzurek, in west 'Coleman, it was 
stated, had dug a toilet too near 
dwelling places. He will be order¬ 
ed to move it at least twenty feet 
from a dwelling place. 

Council endorsed a petition ask¬ 
ing that the ban on the Canadian 
Communist party be lifted. The 
petition will be sent Prime Min¬ 
ister Mackenzie King. 

A by-law making it compulsory 
for all residents within the in¬ 
corporated area of Coleman to 
have their ashes removed at regu¬ 
lar intervals by the ashman ap¬ 
pointed by council was passed. 
The fee iwas raised an additional 
5c making the monthly fee 35c. 

A brief report was submitted 
on the cemeteries. It stated that 
the tractor has removed some 
boulders and that a one way road 
would be constructed around the 
union cemetery. A letter was 
authorized to b e sent the Ponoka 
town council asking how that 
town, dealt with their cemetery 
problem. 

The hill at the east end of 
Fourth street will be inspected 
and work on its improvement 
started at a later date. The 
drainage system at the corner 
near the Johnston residence on 
Second street will toe improved.

Since Christmas we have ac¬ 
complished the following: Collec¬ 
tion of fats, 'bottle tops, beer 
bottles, magazines for sailors 
coupons, brass, rubber, stamps, 
and clothing for “Bundles For 
Britain.” 

We have donated to the follow¬ 
ing funds: $10 to the Junior Red 
Cross War fund; clothing and $10 
to the hostels for children in 
England and especially to the 
Forcett Hall Nursery, (twenty- 
five children have been adopted 
by the Alberta Junior Red Cross 
members.) $4.25 for Milk for 
Britain fund; $2.25 to the Queen’s 
Air Raid fund; 30 dozen eggs to 
the crippled children’s hospital, 
Calgary, which were given by all 
the children of Cameron school. 
$1 to the Senior Red Cross. 

From the Domfinion Junior Red 
Cross War fund money has been 
given to purchase musical instru¬ 
ments for Canadian and British 
prisoners of war to the amount of 
$40,737. The instruments include 
100 saxophones, 100 clarinets, 200 
mouth organs, 100 flutes, 100 
trumpets, 100 cornets, 100 violins, 
100 small quitars, 20 sets of 
traps, 100 small drums, 100 
ocarinas, 100 ukuleles. 

$1,000 has also been allotted 
for 22,000 books and 15,000 pen¬ 
cils so that the prisoners may be 
helped in their studies. 

We also sent flowers to the 
Coleman Miners’ hospital and to 
Mi's. Fred Antrobus. Eggs were 
sent to $he local hosplital and to 
four west Coleman families. 
Funds on hand now amount to 
$21.00.

TRAINING IN EATING 

AS CHILDREN GROW out of babyhood they enter a very important period 
in their lives, the one in which they acquire both the social and personal 
habits necessary to adult civilized life. Among other things to be 
learned at this time is the habit of eating the proper foods. 

AS EVERY MOTHER knows this is sometimes a major problem. It should 
be approached with patience and ingenuity for it must be solved if the 
child is to grow up strong and healthy. 

TWO SIMPLE RULES should always be observed. First, there should be 
no discussion among the parents and older children at the table, or in 
the presence of the child, of personal likes or dislikes in the matter of 
food. Second, as the child becomes interested in his food he should be 
told why each item is good for him. 

FOR THE REST—introduce each new food in very small amounts until the 
child has developed a taste for it. A little difference in flavoring, a few 
grains of salt, mixing a new food with an accustomed one (as chopped 
spinach with mashed potato ) may make all the difference in the child’s 
reaction.

SELECTIVE SERVICE DIRECTOR 
SAYS TRANSFER AFFECTS SMALL 
PERCENTAGE OF POPULATION 


Ottawa.—Selective Service Director | 
Arthur MacNamara told The Cana- j 
dian Press, “Your guess is as good 
as mine,” when asked if he had any ] 
idea of the number of men who will j 
be affected by the order providing for 
the possible compulsory transfer to 
essential employment of workers now 
engaged in some 20 occupations or 
industries regarded as non-essential. 

He said, however, that workers in 
the industries designated in the order 
represented only a “small percentage” 
of the population. 

“There are 350,000 men in Canada 
who had been granted postponement; 
on medical grounds,” he added. “Our 
purpose is to go through these 350,- 
000, and our next move will apply to 
a much larger group.” 

The selective service department 
did not antfcipbte that there will be 
much troubfi in replacing the work¬ 
ers affected \y the first order with 


women or men outside the age 
groups designated in mobilization 
regulations. 

Groups covered by the order include 
those in any occupation in or directly 
associated with entertainment, includ¬ 
ing bowling alleys, pool rooms, film 
agencies, motion picture companies 
and theatres. 

A departmental spokesman said no 
hard-and-fast ruling could be given 
as to whether those in the radio in¬ 
dustry would be classified as in an 
occupation directly associated with 
entertainment. He said each case 
would have to be judged on its 
merits. 

For instance, a full-time entertainer 
on the radio would probably be sub¬ 
ject to the order. But a station 
manager, a technician or a full-time 
announcer would probably be con¬ 
sidered as coming under the com¬ 
munications industry and thus would 
not be affected. 2515

Constitution (in part) 

Name. The organization shall be 
known as The Coleman Community 
Sports Association. 

Objects. The objects of this As¬ 
sociation are: 1, to foster, guide 
and promote all branches of sport 
in the territory allotted to the As¬ 
sociation, and more espeeially 
sport for the young people: 2. to 
protect and promote the mutual in¬ 
terest of its members. 

Territory. The territory under 
the jurisdiction of this Association 
shall be all that territory contain¬ 
ed within and defined by the 
boundaries of the Coleman School 
District No. 1216. 

Representation, (a) The Officers 
and Executive Committee of this 
Association shall consist of Presi¬ 
dent, Vice - President, Secretary.

Born in England, the “Wheat Wizard of 
Saskatchewan” spent his early years as a 
clerk in the Old Country. In 1888 he 
emigrated to Canada, and homesteaded 
north of Saskatoon where he learned the 
elements of farming.

Weeds, insects and disease are the 
natural enemies of the garden.

Coupon rationing is the only way of ensuring equal sharing of the meat available 
for civilian consumption in Canada. Those with lots of money will not get more 
than their share—and those with less money will be assured of getting 
their fair share. 

Rationing will help prevent local meat shortages such as occurred last year from 
becoming widespread and continuous throughout the whole Dominion. The 
incentive for panic-buying which empties butcher shops early in the day, 
will be eliminated. 



THE MEAT RATION WILL BE AMPLE FOR HEALTH AND NUTRITION 

Fortunately, our meat production in Canada has increased. So, although only 
half our production will be available for civilian use, it wil mean a reduction 
of only about 11% to 20% in the average household consumption. 

The proposed ration of 2 lbs. (carcass weight) per person, per week, has been 
approved by the country’s leading food and nutrition authorities, as ample for 
the health and nutrition standards of everyone—regardless of age or occupation.
